Route. Cost More than Previously Esti- 
mated, Great Dam Would be Chief 


Engineering Project, Would Take 


Eight Years to Build It 


"Washington, Dec. 4—The report of 


the isthmiart canal commission,, sub- 
mitted by the president to congress to- 
day, gives as a unanimous conclusion 
of that body that "the most practical 
and 
feasible route for an isthmian 


canal under the control, management 
and ownership of the UnWed States, is j 
that known as the Nicaraugruan route." 


The commission estimates the cost of 


.the route will be $200,540,000. Much in 
excess of any estimate made previously 
but due to the increased dimensions 
and other features not heretofore cont- 
sidered. 


As between the Kicaraugnan and 


Panama routes, the commission details 
many advantages • favorable 
to 
the' 


former. 


The report is almost as long as the 


president's message. 


After going1 over the routes, the com- 


mission considered the dimensions of 
the canal to be built. Having in mind 
the increasing size of ocean going ves- 
sels it was determined to fix upon a 
depth of 35 feet at mean low water and 
a bottom width of 150 feet, with so.-ie 
infcrease In dimensions at certain points 


"While they may seem excessive today 


the commission points out the canal is 
not likely to be opened within 10 years 
during which .time the 
increase in 


maritime dimensions is likely to con- 
tinue. 


The 150 feet width will allow all but 


the very largest-'fhips to pass each 


other ini the canal, while the locks are 
of dimensions to permit even the lar- 
gest ships afloat to be manoeuvred. 
The size of the locks is 740 feet in 
length, and 84 feet in width in the clear, 
with a depth 'of 35 feet. 


Taktrg up the Nicaraugua route in 


detail the commission says the route 
adopted follows essentially the 
linfes 


laid down by the Nicaraugua canal 
commission in its report of 1897-1S3D. 


It begins near Greytofvn on the At- 


lantic side and toUov.-s the San Juan 
river, eniters Lake Nicaraugua and ter- 
minates at Brito on the Pacific side. 


The distance from ocean to ocean Is 


about is about 186 miles. 


Plans are given for the great harbors 


required at Greytovrn and Brito. 


The most difficult engineering work 


is a dam across the San Juan, river to 
regulate the waters of the lake. 


The time required to build the cans.1 


hinges almost entirely on the time re- 
quired for the construction of this dam.

B. Cherry, who left his home la Chicago 
in the iumraer of 1306, IE aotr on his W2.y 
to his home in America. 


For faur ysars Mr. Cherry has be«n liv- 


1ns among the Conffo natives. 
It has 


fallen to the let of this plucky American 
to make important greosraphical and 
anthropological discoveries. They have 
been reserved fer the Geographical So- 
ciety of America. 


Briefly summed up, Mr. Cheery, whila 


traversing over 20,000 mils* in the French 
Congo and the Soudan, has accomplished 
the following ends: The exploration of 
the upper Kotto river and fcurrourdine 
region. 
Tha Kotto is a large tributary 


of the Mobangl. 
The diseovory of three 


native Africa peoples, the Braea, Engaa- 
zla and Lindas tribe*. 
The discovery of 


* species of elephant, much smaller than 
hitherto known, which has no tusks. 


IB addition to these practical results 


Mr. Cherry has collected 
Invaluable 


•written and photogfraphic data dealing 
•with the anthropological aspect of the 
natives with whom ha came Into contact, 
especially those which inhabit the ter- 
ritory between the Waday and Mobangi 
rivera. 
Upon this he has formed the 


wiost Interesting and novel thoory that 
all the countless native tribes of Africa, 
excepting, of coarse, the Arabs, sprang 
from common orijrin. 


Not many hundred* of years ago, Mr. 


Cherry tellB the Associated Press, the 
native African* must have been yathered 
vrithin comparatively small territory, 
probably on the coast, under the same 
laws, r*tts1»n »nd social conditions. 
Through Internal dissensions and ex- 
ternal attack, they were forced, ha main- 
tains, to the iateriw aad to all corners 
of the continent, until now they present 
chara- cerisSieg so different that the 
average oKplerer has declare*! them to 
be of different origin. 


This was Mr. Cherry's second trip to 


Africa, bat his former visit cannot be 
compared in importance to the recently 
wrapleted exploration. 
For one year 


he never saw a. white man, and (or over 
three years not at, white woman. 
For 


four years h* slept In his clothes, a re- 
volver strapped to him and a. rifle by hi* 
•ide. 
For a similar period o€ time he 


llvad on the diet or the country, a native 
In all respect*, except in color and in 
mlna. 
Mr. Cherry has b?en able to 


bring back witfc him such a supply of 
iverr that fee rirturns to America a com- 
paratively rfch man. 


Starting at Ma/tadi, on the West coast 


«f Africa., In August, 1S98, Mr. Cherry 
pushed f-orward uatll h« eame to the ter- 
ritory of Banrasie, ewe of the treafcsst 
of the N'Raceraw ehlefs in the whole 
Congo basin. Mr. Cherry's photographs 
«f this g«atlemiiis shew him to be as 
gross and sensual a personasre as nan 
w»H be linaglns*. y»t he rules with a 
red of iron many thousands of people. 
The day of Mr. Cherry's arrival Bsun- 
gosie had been indulging In a raid upon 
a neighboring tribe, with the reevnlt that 
no f*trer than SWO men, wemea and 
Children had b»en captured and brought 
to Bangsjsson as Slaves. In addition to 
these slaves, Bangasie's warriors brought 
esxsk with them hundreds of human 
hea.de, trophies el their preweew. 
At 


night a great banquet was prepared. 
The h*ads of tho slain were boiled and 
the brains were eaten. 
Afterward the 


skulls were piled In haxps, stuck <m tree 
branches and otherwise put in places 
where they could be seen and adored. 
The menu, however, was not entirely de- 
pendeat upon skulls. Baskets of human 
Wash well sm«k*d were carried around 
and devoured. 
Bansc*ie, by the way, 


has 1308 wives, and is a staunch ally of 
the French government. 


Mr. Chftry had no leva for BangMie, 


though, fortunately, tfea ehief had fear 
ef him and of his great reputation as an 
elephant killer and worker of mftjjic, for 
Mr. Cherry has taught himself the ele- 
mesita of conjuring;. 
Mr. Cherry de- 


parted from this place of cannibalistic 
erpy and worked his way as far a* ZS 
degrees west longitude, into the un- 
explored bujh, where he commenced to 
hunt in earnest.

Bees do not require the full sized en- 


trance to the hive for ventilation in win- 
ter even if the colony be a strong one. 
An entrance three inches long and three- 
eighths of an inch wide is sufficient.—

HEAT FROM THE EARTH. 


Theory That De«p Well* Hay For- 


•Ufc Fntore Power. 


The theory entertained by a number 


of oil men that in time another agent 
for beat will b« furnished In the form 
of steam from the lower regions of the 
earth is verified by the fact that near 
Pittsburg a well ha» been drilled 5,532 
feet deep—that Is, 252 feet more than a 
mile, says the Chicago Record. Near 
Wheeling a well is being sunk which 
was recently v.Mthln a few hundred 
feet of a mile deep. 


As the temperature of these wells 


gets hotter and hotter as they are driv- 
en deeper and deeper the outcome sug- 
gested Is that natural steam will be en- 
countered at a depth of about a mile 
and a half, or. If the well be dry, water 
can be pumped In and returned In the 
form of marketable vapor. It Is well 
known that many buildings In several 
parts of the world are heated with nat 
oral warm well waler.

SCHOOL COURSES 


To Teach Children to Know 


Something After They 


Have Studied Many 


Things. 


MORE FREQUENT REVIEWS. . 


Courses In Local and Berkshire His- 


tory and Current Events to be 


Added. Printed Outlines of the 


Work of All Grades 


A number of chan'ges of much inter- 


est are to be made in the courses of 
study in the public schools within a 
short time, not so much in the line of 
new studies, as in the line of greater 
thoroughness and more frequent re- 
views in the studies now in the courses 


Superintendent Hall is to issue very 


scon a printed schedule of the work 
done in each of the grades of the public 
snhools which will be put in the hands 
of parents who desire them, and these 
printed statements will intlude the 
additions that are to be made. Par- 
ents very frequently ask just what 
their children arestudying, and the 
purpose of the printed slips is primarly 
to answer such questions. 


One of the chief additions of im- 


portantee will be the holding of teachers 
of every grade responsible for the 
standing of their pupils on the work 
that has come in the grades below. This 
will call for frequent review questions, 
calculated to refresh the memory of 
the pupils, and make their knowledge 
at hand whenever they wish to use it. 


No complaint is more frequently 


made about the public school system 
in! the country today than the one that 
pupils, when they are ready for the 
high school, do not know the funda- 
mentals of arithmetic, grammar, spel- 
ling, geography, etc. This is not be- 
cause these branches are not thorough- 
ly taught, but because In the press of 
other things In the higher grades the 
pupils are. allowed to forget what they 
have learned by disuse. It will be the 
purpose of Superintendent Hall 
to 


keep these" branches fresh in memory 
by frequent reference to them in the 
higher grades. 


For instance, there will be occasional 


questions in arithmetic, punctuation, 
grammar, history anld geography, ques 
tions that in the regular course c'ome 
under the work erf tha lower grade*. 
Spelling will also be brought up more 
frequently in th« higher grades, with 
especial reference to the spelling of aim 
pie and common words. It Is believed 
that while not much time need be taken 
for this work, it will result W fixing in 
the minds of the pupils the thing* that 
they are quite apt to forget, In doing 
more advanced but less Important work 


Among the new features that will be 


added will be the subject of local his- 
tory. The plans for this are not de- 
nned yet, but the history of North Ad- 
ams and of Berkshire coumy will be 
introduced more in detail In some of j 
the grades, and the pupils will b« 
taught first to know something about 
their own home region, thus adding in- 
terest and value to the subject of the 
histlory of the country in which con- 
nection) local history will be brought 
up. 


There will also be more attention 


paid in all the grades to current events, 
the teachers being asked to bring up 
topics of current interest and to see 
that the pupils understanid th« causes 
of what is happening. 


These latter things will probably be 


introduced with the beginning of the 
schools after the Christmas holidays, 
and while they will not change in any 
marked degree the work that is» n'ow 
done, they will have a tendency to 
make the work of the schools more 
thorough and valuable. 


MANY RAILROAD IMPROVEMENTS 


BOY MISSING FROM HOME 


Hinry Roberts of This City Causo* 


Worry for His Parents 


Mr. and Mrs. Edward Robert of 21 


Rand street are greatly worried over 
the whereabouts of their son HearT. 
•who left the city last Wednesday to 
go to Holyoke, and who has not benn 
heard from by them since, and what 
makes the matter worse is the news 
that has reached them to the effect 
that a young; roan answering the des- 
cription of their son was Wiled on the 
railroad between Greenfield and Hoi. 
yoke about the time their son was 
supposed to be traveling that way. 


Young Robert is 18 years old, five feet 


and seven or eight inches high and 
weighs about 185 pounds. He 
has 


brown eyes and hair, and wore when 
he went away two suits of clothes, a 
black suit ov?r a suit of navy blue. He 
also had on a dark colored pair of 
overalls. Mr. Robert says his son 
worked for a while for W. G. Snyder 
& Co., coal dealers, but ha4 been out 
of work for about two week* when 
he went away. H« appeared to be 
somewhat discouraged, and left in the 
hope of getting employment In Hoi. 
yoke, where he has an aunt living. He 
had no money and intended to get to 
Holyoke by jumping freight trains. It 
Is these circumstances that increase the 
fears of his parents that the person 
eaid to have been found on the track 
was their son, who said that if he 
could not get work in Holyoke he 
would probably go to Cohoes, N. T,, 
and try his luck there. 


Mr. Robert ts doing the best he can 


to unravel the mystery, and it Is to be 
hoped he will soon be able to learn the 
truth, whatever it may be. It is not 
yet by any means certain that the 
body found on the track was that o€ 
his son, and yet it cannot be denied 
that the circumstances in the case give 
good grounds for his fears. The Hoi. 
yoke authorities will be communlcat. 
ed with, and the truth ought to be 
known within a short time.

RMH Change* All Along Lint ol ths. 


Fitchburg Division of B. and M. 


The Boston & Maine road la planning 


an Immense amount of Improvement 
work 'on the Fitchburg division that 
will advantage both passenger and 
freight business. At Waltham arrange 
mento have be«n made for additional 
tracks and all of the company's land 
will be laid with steel for the accom- 
modation' of freight trains and for 
the storage of cars. 


South Acton is a scene of great ac- 


tivity. In addition to installing an in- 
terlocking plant, men are at w'ork get- 
ting inl the foundation for a aew pas- 
senger station, a want that has long 
teen felt at this point. 


Ayer is to have a new freight yard' 


for the care of its greatly increased 
business. The cost of the changes here 
will aggregate $20,000. Ayer will be- 
come an important distributing and 
transfer point, as instead of handling 
100 cars per day, the number ia'from 
600 to 800. This calls for extensive ad- 
ditions to the old trackage and the 
supplying of other conveniences, such 
as water tanks, stand-pipes, etc. 


At East Fitchburg plans are being 


prepared for a new engine house, with 
35 stalls, which will supplant the old 
house at Fitchburg. 


Attention is beint given to the wants 


of Fitchburg. Architects are at work 
on plans for a new freight office. It is 
also proposed to put in additional bulk 
delivery tracks and otherwise increase 
tha efficiency of the yard. 


At Athol plans are under way for a 


third track, which will start from a 
poinit three miles east and run through 
to Baldwinville, in order that freight 
may be run up the grade without inter- 
fering with the p«ssenger service. 


A new freight yard at East Deerfleld 


has been practically completed, and, in 
addition, two new mainl tracks have 
been laid outside the old freight yard. 
Beyond there has been installed a se- 
ries of 1'ong freight tracks for a west- 
bound yard, which gives all the old 
tracks for an eastbound yard. The en- 
gineers are now at work on plans for 
a bunk house to accommodate 4" men, 
and arrangements are being made with 
outside parties for the erection of a 
hotel and eating house on railroad land. 


New sidinlgs and track entensions are 


also to be put in at Greenfield, Con- 
way 
Junction, Buckland, 
Pownal, 


Eagle Bridge, Hoosick and other places 
to meet the demands of the road's 
business. 


There are other scenes of activity 


up the line, in addition to those speci- 
fied, as 280 men are at work on the 
double track between JackstmviHe and 
Snyder anld the bridges for the broaden 
ed road bed. A large force is also en- 
gaged in building a second track from 
the Mohawk river bridge—just east of 
Rotterdam—to the station, a distance 
of four miles. Changes are under way 
In the yard at Rotterdam that -will, 
when completed, more than double its 
present capacity. 
A large transfer 


house is being constructed, and also an 
office building to accommodate th« en- 
tire clerical force at this point. 


The little 18-mile ManchesTer & Mil- 


ford line, the granting of the charter 
of which created such a 'rumpus in the 
N«w Hampshire legislature when! its 
possession was being contested by the 
Fitchburg and Boston & Maine, ia 
completed, with the exception of the 
station*. Plans are 'being 
prepared, 


and It is expected that building opera- 
tions will be Inaugurated within a few 
weeks.
